THE DREAM CITY 


citybuilt like a home---with every provision 
for comfort, convenience, beauty, happi- 
ness. A city designed by architects, engi- 
neers, educators, artists, by experts employed by the 
cily and thinking | eople for the city---a city for the 
the people---for all the people.’ Such is the pic- 
ture presented by Frederic C. Howe in ‘Hampton's’ 
with the query addressed to American readers whe- 
their dreams ever linger on such a municipal virion. 
Such cities have, he says, been realized in Germany 
while in the United States, thousands of men and 
women, working in countless organizations, most of 
them conscious only of their own little piece of work, 
are bringing the vision nearer upon this continent. 
A chage, he believes, hascome over us. A few 
years ago we talked only of ‘turning the rascals out,’ 
of ‘good government,’ of a ‘business man’s adminis- 
tration by business men.’ — But now we are begin- 
ning to vee thal we must save the city oureslves, and 
in the process ourselves be saved. We are now be- 
genning to think of the city as an entity, t oplan it. 
mould it, fashion it so that it will serve humanity 
rather than destroy it.. The American city is being 
born. 

According to this wriler the new idea that the 
cily should be built as men build homes received the 
insjiration from the Woyld’s Fair in Chicago in 
1893. That would be as far as the United States is 
concerned., It would certainly be only an extreme 
Stretch of national self-consciousness that could at- 
tribute to that the very active fown-planning move- 
ment which has seized upon Great Britain, When 
they saw the fair ground, says Mr. Howe, men be- 
gan to say lo themselves, ‘Why cannot we live in 
Cities as beautiful as this play city, which will dis- 
appear at the end of the summer? Why cannot our 
cilies be built for comfort, for convenience, for 
beauty, for joy, and be planned by experts and ar- 
chitects (rained for the purpose,’ Since the {ime of 
the Fair, architects and landscape gardeners have 
given their attention to the problem of remodelling 
the city. Conferences have been held, literature his 
made ils appearance, A love] of| beauty has been 
formed as well as a conviction that the city is some- 
thing more than an aggregation of mills, factories 
and sweatshops. More than sixty cities have caught 
the contagion of the movement, and have employed 
expéris fo prepare plans for grouping public build- 
ings, about which the life of the community will 
centre, for opening up commanding thoroughfares, 
for parks and open spaces, for the planning of su- 
burban residence districts, for the development of 
water fronts, for docks and harbors and the rear- 
muncement of business districts. ‘A city like a World’s 
Fair, but in stone rather .han in’ plaster, plauied 
from ceutre to circumference, far in advance of ils 
needs and with provision for every social want, that 
is the meaning of city planning. It is the newest of 
the sciences, and possibly the greatest of them all.’ 


Mr. Howe cites the city of Washington as the 
great American example of city planning. Philadel- 
phia had been planned in rectangular blocks by Wil- 
liam Penn, but upon this gridiron system George 
Washington and his friend, L’Enfant, superimposed 
broad radial avenues munning from the «= ounds of 
the capilal.. These avenues were to widen frequent- 
ly into parks and open spaces. From the Capitol to 
the White House a spacious mall two thousand feet 
in width, was projected, which was to be the site of 
all public buildings. Chicago is one of the newer 
cities which has been caught b ythe planning spirit. 
Drawings have been prepared under the guidance 
of the landscape artist, Daniel Burnham. They have 
cost $75,000, and the projected improvements in- 
volve a probable cost of $250,000,000. Out of the 
heart of the business district a spacious city centre 
is to be carved, about which the public buildings of 
the future to be erected. Dominating this central 
group, as well as the city, provision is made for a 
huge municipal building, with splendid dome. From 
this centre wide Mails will radiate to the suburbs. 
Some distance out into Lake Michigan and extend- 
ing along the entire city front artificial parkways 
are to be made by dumping the city’s refuse. These 
are to be separated from the shore by lagoons. Near 
the centre of this water parkway a great circular 
habor is designed, which is to be the crowning beauty 
and gateway of the city. Two sets of circular boule- 
vards are also to be cut through the city, widening 
at intervals into open spaces, while out in the coun- 
try woods are to be acquired like those possessed 
by the German and Swiss cities. Proision is also 
made for the more utilitarian departments of the 
city’s life; water and rail transportation, a central 
clearing house from which freight is to be distribut- 
ed, and passenger transportation are all receiving 
expert consideration. Cleveland is going to group 


her public and semi-public buildings at a cost of over 
$20,000,000. A lake park of twenty-five acres has 
already been made of comparatively small expense 
by dumping refuse into the harbor. Other fine im- 
provements are projected. Denver and Rochester 
are also proceeding with plans for monumental civic 
rroups St. Louis, St .Paul and Buffalo are remodell- 
ing themselves both toward greaier beauty and: 
greater convenience 


Though the Washington design is a great im- 
Provement on that of Penn, it is not ideal. ‘Now,’ 
says Mr. Howe,‘ the German city planners are pro- 
testing against any formal plan. Not uniformity, but 
diversity, coziness, the unexpected is the thing to 
be studied in the laying out of city streets. Streets 
ought to follow the natural contour of the land and 
preserve every natural vista and outlook.. In the 


Suburbs they may curve so as to secure recurring 
views of the house fronts. Some of these experts in- 
sist that the old medaeval street, broken sharp off at 
street intersections, affords an opportunity for beauty 
that is impossible with any purely formal street plan.’ 
Milwaukee is planning, not a classic group in which 
to house its officials, but garden suburbs with at- 
tractive houses for one hundred thousand people. 
Parks right by the door of her citizens are another 
Scheme being worrked out in Milwaukee. She’s also 
sending her heavier traffic underground and reserv- 
ing the surface for| passenger] traffic. ‘Everyone,’ 
says Mr. Howe, ‘should have a cottage and a piece 
of land in a healthy suburban village, even though 
he travels daily to his work.’ The travelling expenses 
could easily be reduced, In Glasgow eighty-five per 
cent of the passengers ride for one cent, and Glas- 
gow makes so much money from her municipal rail- 
ways that she does not know what to do with It. 


The Germans not only discovered city planning, 
but also discovered a gold mine that makes all these 
things possible. and without costing anybody any- 
thing.’ The German cities keep the street railway, 
gas, water and electric lighting, because they con- 
sider it bad business to keep only the things like 
sewers that lose money, and give away valuable 
privileges that make money, But the increasing land 
value is the gold mine from which the needs of the 
future can be paid, It is inexhaustible and grows with 
the growth of population. No income tax is needed, 
What is needed is to increase the tax on the value 
of tand, This has been done in Germany, in Austra. 
lia, eastern Canada, and recently in England.. Such 
is Mr. Howe’ dream city, and such the means which 
he holds should be taken for the fulfilment of the 
dream.,

Undoubtedly children and a wife make cowards of 
most men. When I say that | mean those who are 
dependent on others for the necessities of fife. 

But just here a rather nice question arises. In 
“fastest,” did Kipling also include ‘farthest.’ And 
how far or how fast world the average unattached 
Young Man go, without the incentive of these same 
‘drawbacks,’ 


You point to Lord James’ career as that of the 
brilliantly successful bachelor. But, on their own 
showing, how many cases can you not set off against 
his, where the wife has been the prop and the goad, 
and the inspiration and the backbone of the partnez- 
ship? “4 

To how many toasts to “the ladies’? have men 
not stood up and given testimony of their own inad- 
equacy had not their “dear helpmeets,” their “‘in- 
estimable wives,” stood by them, ‘an ever-present” 
help in time of trouble,”’ etc., etc., etc. 

Not a public man who does not on not one, but 
dozens of occasions, either emptily or honestly, voi:e 
his tribute to “my better half, my faithful compai- 
ion.” 

If we are to believe them, 
are, because of them.

Circumstances oftentimes are difficult to face 
and adiust, but I hold it as true as that Death is in- 
evitable, that Man makes the Opportunity, not Op- 
portunity the man. 

What is 
ina man will out. — Isn’t it Henley who sings so de- 
fiantly--- ' 


they are what they 
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“lam the master of my fate, 

1am the Captain of my soul.” 

He is right. 

Not loving hands make cowards of men. Men 
only delude themselves so. Love arms, not robs 
its knight. 

Think of the broken men who have taken hold 
again, because a woman who loved them stood by 
fo urge them. 

Think of the tired and disgusted statesmen; think 
of the missionaries; think of the men in either cot- 
tage or castle, who are held firm to the good that 
is in them, are made stout of heart, and hopeful for 
days to come. 

Why? 

Because some weak little woman blesses them hour- 
ly with the inestimable strength of her heart-whole 
love and devotion. 

Oh | will not let even Kipling have it, that it is 
the woman who flinches, or makes cowards of men. 
| can not, and live and see and know, the heroes 
among my own sex who fight so many of the bat- 
tles of life, single-handed.
